The annual report of the Coffee 


County Health Unit covering the}pama Counties have found clays 
12)on theie farms which they believe 


work done during the past 
months was released this week by 
Dr. W. A. Stanley, county health 
officer, 

Other members of the county or- 
ganization are Mrs, J. D. huss, 
nurse; J, C, Woley, county sanitary 
inspector, and Miss Wastelie ‘Taylor, 
secretary. 

These statistics show the death 
rate in Coffee County to be low 
in comparison with the birth rate. 
There were 258 deaths during 
1981 and 804 births, the rate be 
ing more than three times greater, 

During the year the health of- 
ficer and nurse reported the sum 
of 1,651 field visits and 419 office 
visits, Pour hundred sixty-six 
health talks were made with 19,- 
169 persons in attendance, Over 
1,000 pieces of literature pertain- 
ing to health were mailed out in| 
the county. 

The health officer and nurse ¢x-| 


amined 8,751 school children dur-| 
ing the year 19381, and inspected 
836 more—over 700 physical de 


fects were corrected, A great num 
ber of dental defects were ineluded | 
among these as Coffee was one of 
the counties in which a 100 per| 
cent dental correction campaign 
was waged, One hundred eleven 


tubercular examinations were 
made, 120 for communicable di- 
seases, 31 in maternity cases, 43 


in pre-school hygiene, Other ex- 
aminations numbered 8938, 

More cases of pellagra were re- 
ported to the health unit than any 
other disease, there being 228 in 
the county. Influenza was next 
highest with 97 cases reported and 
pneumonia third with 46 cases re- 
ported in 12 months, A small 
number of cight other communi- 
cable diseases were reported during 
the year, 

The unit immunized 5,828 per- 
sons against typhoid, 503 against 
diphtheria, 42 against smallpox, 
1,852 were given hookworm treat- 


ment, 
Nineteen midwives were under 
the supervision of the unit. Twen- 


ty attended group conferences and 
74 individual confe,ences were 
held with these. Hight hundred 
six treatments were given for so- 
cial diseases. 

The county sanitary inspector, 
J. C. Foley, inspected 5,852 prem- 
ises, 118 dairy and plant inspee- 
tions were made and 134 tests for 
tuberculosis in cows.

dred times as much iodine as an 
equal quantity of steak, eggs or 


milk, and contains vitaming A, 
B, C and D. 

Just what the oyster himself 
eats is still his own business, 


Science is making rapid and in- 
sistent investigations, however, to 
find out just what minute water 
plants he favors and why. They 
have already found that it is the 
copper in his make-up which 
mikes the oyster “stay put” In- 
stead of roving for food, and stay- 
ing put he lets the variety of 
foods which the sea has to offer 
flow to him. It is these foods, 
wisely chosen by the oyster which 
makes him a valuable addition to 
our diet.*

County Agent R. M. Reaves ex- 
pects to have 1,500 farm boys of 
Cullman County in 4-H club work 
this year. They will be in 40 or- 
ganized clubs. Cullman expects to 
be the leading county in the state 
in this work, he said.

HELD TO BE VALID 


MONTGUMERY, Jan. 26.—Up-| 
holding validity of the act of the 
present Legislature creating the In 


Alabama Court of Appeals, in 
opinion by Judge James Rice, 
pranted yesterday a writ of man 
damus directed to Circuit Judge 
W. LL. Parks requiring him — to 
transfer the case of Dan C, Bow- 
doin, charged with a misdemeanor, 
from the Cireuit Court to the In- 
ferior Court, under the provisions 
of the law creating the latter court. 
One of these provisions called for 
the transfer of pending misde- 
meunor cases in Coffee County 
from the Circuit Court’s docket to 
that of the new court, 

The petition of Bowdoin request- | 
ing issuance of a mandamus writ, 
was in the form of a test action 
to determine the constitutionality 
of the local law, especially as to 
its provision for transfer of the 
type of cases mentioned, from the 
Circuit Court to the newly-created 
lower court, In this petition, it is 
set out that the mandamus was 
sought after the circuit judge had 
refused to make the requested 
tranfer of Bowdoin’s case, the cir- 
cuit judge’s action being based on 
the then undetermined point as to} 
whether the local act concerned 
was constitutional or not. The 
whole matter of issuance of the 
mandamus or refusal to do so by 
the high court, hinged on this 
point. 

In support of the contention that 
the act was invalid, it was main- 
tained that the published notice 
of the bill which was later enacted 
into law, did not comply with sec- 
tion 106 of the Constitution in 
which are set out rules governing 
such publication. Another point 
raised, and a most unusual one, 
concerned the sufficiency of this 
notice, under the somewhat novel 
circumstances concerned, 

During the last session of the 
Legislature two bills were intro- 
duced, one in the House and the 
other in the Senate, on the same 
day, and on the basis of the same 
notice, these bills being identical, 
both creating and prescribing the 
powers and duties of the Inferior 
Court of Coffee County. The bill 
introduced in the Senate was there- 
after passed, but was vetoed by the 
Governor, prior to the subsequent 
passage of the House bill. The 
House bill was likewise vetoed by 
the chief executive, but was passed 
over his veto and became a law. 
In connection with the petition for 
mandamus, to the Court of Ap- 
peals, the question was raised 
whether or not the published no- 
tice was sufficient for both bills, 
the one that finally became a law 
and the one which passed into his- 
{tory with the original veto, 

The notice given was proper and 
sufficient, the Court of Appeals 
ruled, and did not become ineffect- 
ive because of the unsuccessful at- 
tempt to enact an identical law 
earlier in the same Legislative ses- 
sion, on the basis of the same 
notice.

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CAPITOL GUARDS 
ORDERED AFTER 
BOMBING THREAT 


MONTGOMERY, Ala,, Jan. 26 

A plot to bomb Alabamua’s his 
toric capitol revealed in a letter 
to a state official caused guards to 
be posted at the state house today, 
the Associated Press was authori- 
tatively informed tonight. 

A state official, who wished his 
name withheld, said that the letter 
was sent to John Brandon, state 
auditor, by a man in Birmingham 
who stated that he overheard four 
men in a depot there plotting the 
bombing. 

The bombing, the state official 
quoted the letter as saying, was set 
for either today or tomorrow and 
had as its intended victims Gover- 
nor B. M. Miller, William F. Iea- 


gin, director of the state board of 


administration, John Peach, legal 
advisor to the governor, and Roy 
Nolan, assistant director of the 


state convict department. 
Leader Called ‘Joe’ 

Full contents of the letter were 
not made known but the state of- 
ficial said that the leader of the 
quartet was described by the writer 
as being swarthy and was called 
“Joe” by his companions. 

According to the conversation, 
the letter said the bomb was to 
have been brought to the capitol 
by automobile and secreted near 
the state house. 

The state auditor was said to 
have delivered the letter immedi- 
ately to Governor Miller, and the 
guard, consisting of more than a 
dozen plain clothesmen from the 
Montgomery police department 
and Kilby prison were stationed at 
points of vantage about the capitol. 

Governor Miller and the other 
state officials declined to discuss

By many the apparent tendeney 
of daily newspapers to give undue

Day. For some reason or other 
this ancient chureh holiday has 
Jong been associated with weather

Out of the belief that if the sun 
shines on Candlemas Day we are 
in for six weeks more of cold 
weather has arisen the American 
myth of the ground-hog which is 
supposed to come out of his hole 
on February 2nd and pop right 
back again if he sees his shadow. 
These are, of course, purely 
northern myths, from the regions 
of ice and heavy snows, There is 
usually, about this time of the 
year, in the northern latitudes, 
what is called locally “the Febru- 
ary thaw.” Several deceptively 


jmild, days do often bring wood- 


chucks and even bears out of their 
winter hibernation, and once in a 
long time mild weather continues 
right into spring. But so far as 
we can find out, nobody ever 
caught the ground-hog in the aet 
of looking for his shadow, and no- 
body has ever proved that the con- 
dition of the skies on Candlemas 
Day determines how much longer 
we may expect cold weather. 

There seem to be some indiea- 
tions that the financial and econom- 
ic skies will seem a good deal 
brighter on Candlemas of this year 
than they did last year, and we 
only hope that people will stop be- 
ing scared of their shadows about 
February 2nd and put themselves 
and their money back to the sort 
of honest, hard work which is the 
only road back to prosperity. 


ODORS TO ORDER 


One of the interesting recent de- 
velopments in chemistry is the syn- 
thetic production of perfumes or 
scents in almost endless variety, 
and the many practical uses to 
which they are put. Dr. Arnold 
A. Laird of Colgate University de- 
scribes some of these developments 
in a recent article. 

These artificial scents are used 
for their pleasing odors alone, as 
ordinary perfumes are used, or to 
overcome unpleasant odors, such as 
those from certain foods while they 
are being cooked. They are also 
used to neutralize the smell of shoe 
polish and rubber, moth balls and 
the like. Dr. Laird tells of some 
new fads in scenting clothes: 

“Gowns were created with a heli- 
otrope shade carrying a fragrance 
of that aroma in the very fibers 
of the cloth itself. Lilac hues were 
impregnated with lasting lilac 
scents, and sports ensembles were 
given the aroma of pines and out- 
door scents. A yarn manufacturer 
is susing synthetic perfumes which 
has a distinctive and good smell, 
and other textiles will carry pleas- 
ing odors to enhance their charm.” 

It may be that soon the-house- 
wife can sprinkle a few drops of 
synthetic perfume about the house 
and banish the pungency of fath- 
er’s ancient pipe—or a moonshine 
still might be caused to emit the 
innocent aroma of steaming coffee.
